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Watch the Little Ships arrive in France as part of 
the 70th anniversary of the Dunkirk evacuation 
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Whitstable artist Michael Richardson will follow in the footsteps of John Constable and William 
Turner after being selected from 11,000 entries to take part in the Summer Exhibition at The Royal 
Academy of Arts in London. 

The 67-year old has been exhibiting from his harbour hut for the last two years but this year his 
paintings will be hung alongside the likes of Tracy Emin, Antoni Tapies and Gilian Ayres in an event 
which has run every summer since 1769.

UNPOPULAR plans to build thou¬ 
sands of new houses south of 
Canterbury have been frozen by 
the council, thanks to imminent 
government legislation. 

Canterbury council’s Conservative leader 
John Gilbey said: “I am very pleased about 
this. Changing around the whole planning sys¬ 
tem like this, whatever the outcome in 
Canterbury, will mean we will have control of 
our own destiny. It’s a whole new world.” 

The council has decided to halt the part of 
the Local Development Framework process 
which decides where and how many houses 
would be built. 

Previously the South East Plan dictated the 
number of houses that had to be built, and 
gave guidelines as to where they should go. 

This led Canterbury council to the unpopu¬ 
lar recommendation of building 3,200 houses 
on green field sites south of Canterbury. 

But, during the Queen’s speech, the new gov¬ 
ernment promised a Decentralisation and 
Localism Bill which would scrap regional devel¬ 
opment strategies such as the South East Plan, 
and instead place power in the hands of councils. 

Cllr Gilbey said: “Personally, I would not 
want to build any houses on green land. I 
would not want to build any houses on green 
belt. I would not want to cover any sites of spe¬ 
cial scientific interest, high artistic value, of 
high historic value or anywhere picturesque. 

“I honestly believe there is a general feeling 
in the council this would be something we

Artist's 

cabinet 

reshuffle

AN artist is offering Heme Bay the chance 
to swap precious objects and show off the 
generosity of the town. 

Kate Murdoch’s artwork is a cabinet of 100 curiosities 
which she has been taking through the South East, ask¬ 
ing people to take an object from it and swap it with 
something beautiful of their own. 

She started the 10x10 project with 100 of her own pre¬ 
cious items and has found some people left beautiful 
things, but others stole items or left worthless objects. 

Mrs Murdoch said: “When I gave up the 100 objects in 
the beginning, the cabinet looked very beautiful to me 
and as it has changed it has looked less and less so. 

“It’s interesting because it’s a comment on humanity. 
The majority of people have left meaningful things, but 
other people didn’t.” 

The artist has had her cabinet in the Heme Bay 
Museum for the last month as part of the We All Do Good 
Things exhibition and this Saturday she will be holding 
another exchange day so people can swap items from the 
cabinet in the town for the first time. 

She said: “On Saturday, June 5,1 am appealing to the 
people of Herne Bay to Do A Good Thing by bringing an 
object that is precious to them to the Heme Bay Museum 
and exchanging it for one of the items in the cabinet. 

“This cabinet is looking a bit sorry for itself. I hope, if 
they understand what I am trying to do, they will come 
and bring something really beautiful, and hopefully take 
some of the less heartfelt things. 

“This whole thing about it being a comment on human¬ 
ity is really unfolding because some people have put an 
enormous amount of work into it and other people don’t. 
But that is the human race. 

“The majority of people have reacted to it in a really 
positive way. The few who don’t are a minority.” 

Only 35 of Mrs Murdoch’s original items are left. 
During previous exchange days one woman swapped her 
diamond bracelet for a rose cameo brooch, while another 
exchanged a love letter full of memories for a teacup.

Blooming council

CANTERBURY council has defend¬ 
ed its practice of discarding old win¬ 
ter flowers after complaints from 
Heme Bay townspeople. 

In a report to the Heme Bay Area 
Member Panel, a council official 
said: “The plants are produced to 
give high-quality foliage and colour 
in the first season of growth. 
“Thereafter their quality is reduced 
and they are not suitable for dis¬ 
plays in subsequent seasons. 

“The plants can be reused but it is 
neither desirable nor economically 
expedience to retain them and they 
are disposed of by composting. 

“As part of the Herne Bay in 
Bloom promotion, this year plants 
were offered to local residents as 
part of a plant giveaway.”

Sea Cadets launch

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Foreign workers drive 
cabbies to complain 


English drivers 
see wages drop

TAXI drivers in Canterbury are 
fighting their foreign counterparts 
for customers with some saying they 
have seen a big drop in takings. 

English drivers are complaining that foreign 
cabbies should not receive a licence in the first 
place. 

While other businesses have suffered during 
the recession, taxi drivers say the credit crunch 
has not affected them. 

Independent driver Chris Olding said: “It’s 
not the recession, it’s the new drivers. There are 
more and more drivers coming from Eastern 
Europe.” 

Some drivers are blaming taxi bosses for hir¬ 
ing foreign drivers. 

Cohn Mitchell, who has been in the taxi busi¬ 
ness for 20 years, said: “I blame Robert Jones 
and Cab Co for giving them a job. I also blame 
the council for approving their licence.” 

But foreign cabbies say they are just as enti¬ 
tled to work as those born in Britain. 


“The British drivers stop after getting their 
expected amount of money per day, while the 
foreign nationality drivers keep going. If they 
decided on £100 and there is £200 available, 
they will probably work extra to get it.” 

This is reflected in drivers’ income. Mr Mitchell 
said he used to make £900 per week about two 
years ago, but now takes home £600 to £700. 

Yet Mr Bijhall makes significantly more, 
earning between £800 and £1000 per week, but 
works about 70 hours. 

But while drivers are up in arms, customers 
don’t seem to care so long as they reach their 
destination in good time. 

Amie Parker-Williams, a student at 
Canterbury Christ Church University, said: “I 
don’t think it matters what nationality a taxi 
driver is. The same way it doesn’t matter what 
nationality a person behind a till is, when you 
are buying food. They are doing their job.” 

People from the EU have the legal right to 
work as self-employed with just a work permit, 
but non- EU countries require a visa. 

Sezar Bijhall, aged 41, of Turkish origin, who 
has been living in England for 20 years, said: “It 
is a competitive market, just like in any other 
domain. If you have the skills, the legal right and 
the car then it’s up to you to make the money.” 

To become a taxi driver Canterbury council 
requires a UK or equivalent driving licence, a 
CRB check and a medical examination, as well 
as a ‘driving standards agency assessment test’. 

The driver must also prove his knowledge of 
the Canterbury area. 

The licence costs £144 for private hire drivers 
and £192 for hackney carriage drivers, even 
though the £55 fee for the hackney test is not 
included.

Mustafa Ustabas, originally from Turkey, 
said: “It’s an open market. If you are willing to 
work and can work legally, then nobody has the 
right to stop you. Robert Jones is only looking 
out for himself. I can understand from his point 
of view. He makes more money.” 

Cab Co currently employs 60 drivers of 43 dif¬ 
ferent nationalities. Only six Cab Co drivers 
are British. 

Mr Jones says the reason for this is the 
amount of work drivers are willing to do. 

He said: “Foreign drivers are more willing to 
work and are just as polite as any other drivers. 
In fact they are a little bit more delicate. 


Unidentified body 
found off coast 

THE badly decomposed body of a man 
was found floating off the Whitstable 
coast on Thursday afternoon. 

People aboard a 40-foot motor cruiser 
saw the body about four miles off the 
coast near the sand flats and called the 
coastguard. 

The Whitstable lifeboat crew retrieved 
the body, which police have confirmed is 
that of an unidentified six foot tall man, 
shortly before 1pm. 

A police spokesman said: “Enquiries 
are underway to determine the identity 
of the body and the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding his death, which at the moment 
is being treated as unexplained.” 

Brazier elected to 
1922 Committee 

CANTERBURY and Whitstable MP 
Julian Brazier has been elected to the 
executive of the Conservatives’ back¬ 
bench 1922 Committee. 

Named after the year it was founded, 
the committee was set up to allow MPs 
without government posts to determine 
their views independently of the party’s 
frontbench MPs. It is instrumental in 
choosing Tory leaders. 

It has gained media attention recently 
because David Cameron tried but failed 
to force ministers to be allowed to help 
choose the committee’s chairman. 

There are 18 members of the commit¬ 
tee’s executive, and 12 people who want¬ 
ed the job were turned down for it. 

■ RNLI Whitstable was called out after a 
sailing dinghy was spotted repeatedly 
capsizing just off Seasalter at the weekend. 

The sailor was rescued from the water 
and returned safely to his family who were 
waiting on a nearby beach on Saturday 
afternoon (May 29). Crew righted the 
dinghy and lowered the sails before towing 
it alongside the life boat back to its owner.

would avoid if we could. 

“Remember there were other ele¬ 
ments that were forced on us. It was¬ 
n’t just the numbers, it was the fact 
they had to be built in Canterbury.” 

Cllr Perkins, Liberal Democrat 
and leader of the council opposition, 
said: “This is not over. We want to 
wait to see what John Gilbey does 
because it is quite clear the existing 
scheme is only going to be replaced 
by another scheme which will 
demand thousands of houses. 

“It wasn’t the government or Kent 
County Council or the South East 
Regional Development Agency or 
the South East Regional Assembly 
that said the houses had to be built 
on green field sites south of 
Canterbury. That was John Gilbey. 

“If my guess is right he will push 
this into the long grass and do noth¬ 
ing for a year until the local council 
election and hope people will forget 
he was proposing all these houses 
should go on green field sites. 

“He will hope he wins the election 
in a year’s time, and he’ll bring out 
his plans again.” 

Roger Cheeseworth, parish council 
clerk for Thanington Without, where 
many of the homes could be built, 
said: “I actually think it’s a good 
thing the government has taken the 
power away from big regional quan¬ 
gos. I’m hoping people see sense.” 


TAXI drivers will be allowed to fly a 
flag for the world cup following a 
campaign against council rules. 

It has long been the policy of 
Canterbury council to stop drivers 
they license in the area flying flags. 
The organisation says this is to 
make a clear distinction between 
authorised cabs and private cars. 

A council spokesman said: “The 
council’s approved policy is to allow 
only official livery on taxis and noth¬ 
ing else, but following requests from 
drivers, the council has agreed to 
permit one flag. 

“And it will also re-consult drivers 
and other interested parties on 
whether the policy should be 
changed once the World Cup is over.” 

Executive member for community 
safety, Cllr Peter Vickery-Jones, said: 
“Our licensing department acted cor¬ 
rectly in saying flags were not 
allowed, in line with the approved 
policy, but we have decided to relax 
the rules a little so that the drivers 
can show their support for their 
team during the World Cup. 

“We have responded to their 
request and now would ask them to 
meet us in the middle by sticking to 
this approach. 

“Public safety remains our pri¬ 
mary concern, and we would urge

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PROPERTY BOOM: Pooled resources could reduce waiting lists for people hoping to get council properties 

Councils move 
to get tenants 
housed quicker 


COUNCIL housing efficiency 
plans could reduce waiting lists in 
the area, according to local gov¬ 
ernment bosses. 

Canterbury, Dover, Shepway and Thanet 
councils are pooling resources to manage 
their houses and tenants, and hope to save 
£1.5 million between them over five years in 
the process. 

And housing bosses say the measures will 
also mean tenants get to have more direct 
say on the way their homes are run because 
at least a third of board members for the new 
management services will be tenants or 
leaseholders. 

Velia Coffey, director of community services 
at Canterbury council, said: “This is a really 
exciting proposal to bring together the hous¬ 
ing services of four local authorities. 

“Each of us has got pockets of good practice 
we can share. We can also make some savings 
by working together. The way housing finance 
works is that, every penny of saving we make 
can be ploughed back in to services for tenants. 

“This is a more effective way of running our 
operations. At the moment we do everything 
four times, and there are some areas where 
we don’t need to do things four times. 

“It could reduce waiting lists because one of 
the key targets for the new management will 
be how quickly they turn around properties 
so they are ready for letting. 

“That would mean those properties would 
be available more quickly, but it also means 
the potential rent loss on the property would

be reduced which means there would be 
more money in the system to do other things 
like perhaps build a house or two.” 

Brendan Ryan, director of community servic¬ 
es for Thanet council, said: “One of the reasons 
we believe this will drive forward improve¬ 
ments is because it does afford the opportuni¬ 
ty for a much higher level of tenant involve¬ 
ment in the management of the organisation. 

“A lot of councils have already done what 
we are proposing and set up this type of 
arm’s-length management organisation, but 
what is unique about this is it is the first time 
more than one council has done it together.” 

Christine Waterman, head of housing and 
community at Dover council, said: “The council 
is still the legal landlord, it still owns the prop¬ 
erties and it still has the legal responsibilities.” 

Keith Cane, corporate director for neigh¬ 
bourhoods at Shepway council, said: “The 
councils will still have their own waiting lists 
and will still allocate people only to houses in 
their given areas.” 

Eight to 10 posts will be lost in each coun¬ 
cil because of the management merge, but 
bosses have said this will come in the form of 
vacancies not being filled rather than whole¬ 
sale redundancies. No council homes will be 
sold off. 

Consultation is beginning in which every¬ 
one in council accommodation will be sent a 
booklet about the management merge.

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The Little Ships that 
achieved big things 

Last week was the 70th anniversary of the 1940 Dunkirk evacuation. 
Reporters Tom Betts and Nick Ames saw celebrations on both 
sides of the Channel to remember the heroes... and the little ships 



THE legend of the Little Ships 
lives on. 

In Ramsgate last week dozens of craft sailed 
into the harbour to re-enact the miraculous res¬ 
cue of thousands upon thousands of Allied troops 
from the beaches of Dunkirk 70 years ago. 

Ships of all shapes and sizes moored up as 
part of the town’s Dynamo Day celebrations on 
Thursday, which attracted thousands of people. 

The event marked the feat of the rescue as 
well as the town’s part in the rescue of some 
358,000 servicemen from Normandy as the 
Nazis made their relentless push to the 
French beaches. 

Tom Tit 

No better example of the Dunkirk spirit 
exists than the story of the vessel Tom Tit. 

The boat made 16 trips back and forth to 
larger carrier vessels during the extraordinary 
evacuation effort. 

It was taken without permission from 
Ramsgate harbour by two young Thanet 
brothers, Ron and Alan Tomlinson, who 
worked for local firm Claxton Shipwrights. 

Their only thought was to help the evacua¬ 
tion and they took off across the Channel with 
not a thought for their own safety. 

The brothers feared they would get in trou¬ 


ble for their efforts and be arrested, but they 
were rightly commended and praised for their 
bravery when they arrived back home. 

The Tom Tit is now under the ownership of 
skipper Trevor Phillips, who believes it may 
have helped rescue up to 500 men and was one 
of the last boats able to rescue troops from a pier 
as the Germans were right at the other end. 

He said: “What they did was a seriously dan¬ 
gerous thing. The boat caught fire twice! These 
lads were determined to do their bit and that’s 
a fantastic achievement on their part.” 

Mr Phillips keeps the boat in first-class 
order and it spends most of its time in the 
Thames near his home in Weybridge, Surrey. 

The Tom Tit, a port-cruiser, was among the 
50 boats that made the crossing to Dunkirk 
last week. 

Many of those who sail the Little Ships say 
they feel more like custodians of pieces of his¬ 


tory than mere boat-owners. 

Tony Famcombe, skipper of the Wanda, a 
motor-cruiser, said: “I’m very proud to be an 
owner of a Dunkirk Little Ship. 

History 

“It’s also something that you are very con¬ 
cerned about. You are the keeper of a piece of 
history and you are passing something on. 

“It’s a responsibility you have. These boats 
die very quickly if they don’t get regular atten¬ 
tion. We have to look after them.” 

Ian Gilbert owns the motor-yacht Papillon, 
which was built in 1930. 

He said: ‘When I had the chance to buy a 
Dunkirk Little Ship, it seemed too good an 
opportunity to miss, but these are pieces of his¬ 
tory and we must remember that and main¬ 
tain them in such a way. 

“This is my third return and every five years 


it becomes more of an occasion - it’s a fabulous 
thing to be involved in. 

“It’s wonderful that Operation Dynamo and 
the sacrifices that were made on the beaches is 
being remembered. It’s going to be a big cele¬ 
bration in France this weekend.” 

Ray Dunstone of the Angele Aline, one of the 
oldest boats to make the intrepid voyage in 
1940, also sailed across. 

He said: “The Angele Aline is thought to 
have saved more than 300 soldiers during the 
Dunkirk rescue, according to records. 

“I bought the Angele in 2007 and it’s tremen¬ 
dous to be a part of these commemorations 
when you think about it. It’s incredible.” 

Hundreds of war veterans turned out for 
Dynamo Day and the town buzzed with people 
as Forces sweetheart Kas sang standards such 
as The White Cliffs of Dover to crowds. 

The poignant atmosphere was also evident 



enough 
to trust..

The Dunkirk Spirit is alive and well

in the harbour area, where members of the 
public were invited to meet Little Ships own¬ 
ers and crews where the boats were moored. 

Many, such as Ian Frank from Dover, took 
the chance to board vessels. 

He said: “I wanted to come today to see the 
Little Ships for myself. 

“With it being the 70th anniversary, I 
thought it the ideal time to come down. 

“The skippers of the boats I have talked to 
are all dedicated to keeping them alive and 
working, which is great to see. 

“It’s such an inspiring event and I hope the 
crossing goes well for them tomorrow. 

“Dunkirk was not a military triumph as it 
marked our retreat, but it did show our spirit 
and camaraderie as never before and probably 
never since.” TB 


TALES of heroism, miraculous escapes and 
tragedy were all shared by Second World War 
veterans as they paid respects to fallen com¬ 
rades and remembered the events of 70 years 
ago in Dunkirk, last week. 

The anniversary marked the evacuation of 
the French port, codenamed Operation 
Dynamo, which took place between May 26 
and June 4,1940. 

A flotilla of 900 naval and civilian craft was 
sent across the Channel under RAF protec¬ 
tion and managed to rescue 338,226 people. 

During the evacuation, the Luftwaffe 
attacks reduced the town of Dunkirk to rubble 
and destroyed 235 vessels and 106 aircraft. 

At least 5,000 soldiers lost their lives. 

Although the Germans took more than a 
million Allied prisoners in three weeks at a 
cost of 60,000 casualties, the evacuation was 
a major boost to British morale. 

Hundreds of small vessels set sail to bring 
the troops off the beaches after an order was 
issued on BBC Radio to “all owners of self- 
propelled pleasure craft between 30 and 100 
feet in length to send all particulars to the 
Admiralty”. 

The Prime Minister, Winston Churchill, 
described the “miracle of deliverance” from 


Dunkirk and warned of an impending inva¬ 
sion in a moving speech to Parliament on the 
day the last allied soldier arrived home at the 
end of the 10-day operation. 

The ‘Dunkirk Spirit’ has passed into British 
folklore and the originators of that phrase 
remembered proudly the events of early sum¬ 
mer 1940. 

Veterans, along with guests, schoolchildren 
and representatives of the Help for Heroes 
charity arrived in Dunkirk on the Norfolkline 
ship Maersk Dover accompanied by the 
Parachute Regimental Band. 

Many of the remaining Little Ships also 
made the crossing for remembrance cere¬ 
monies in Dunkirk. 

Michael Weller-Bentall, now 89, and with 
family in Ashford, remembers Dunkirk being 
like “Dante’s Inferno”. 

He said: “When we reached the town it was 
on fire. Boats were sunk all along the port. It 
was like something from Dante’s Inferno. 

“But I saw a little boat on the edge of the 
water and it had oars on board. I knew how 
to row so we made it out to a minesweeper.” 

On board the ship the rescued soldiers had 
another slice of luck. 

“A dive bomber dropped its bomb straight 


into our ammunition compartment,” said Mr 
Weller-Bentall who now lives in Canada and 
walked to the beaches of Dunkirk over a peri¬ 
od of days from near Brussels as the British 
Army retreated. 

“If we hadn’t run out we’d have been blown 
to pieces. I knew nothing about it, though. 

“I was asleep and only woke up when we 
reached Sheemess. 

“But if it had gone off I’d have been at the 
bottom of the Channel.” 

George Kemp of the Queen’s Cameron 
Highlanders joined the Army in 1940 after 
seeing footage of the Dunkirk evacuation on 
the cinema news. 

He said: “I knocked two years off my age in 
order to join up. So the Army still thinks I’m 
88 but actually I’m 86. 

“It’s an honour to pay tribute to the men of 
Dunkirk today. 

“It’s great to meet up with some of my for¬ 
mer comrades and it’s also great to see many 
current soldiers giving us so much respect.” 

The ship carrying the veterans left the Port of 
Dover after an address from Lord Lieutenant 
of Kent Allan Willett who praised the courage 
of the men who fought 70 years ago and to the 
sound of the Parachute Regiment band. NA

Q 


Did the local vote demonstrate anything to you? 



A Yes. It showed the Canterbury constituen¬ 
cy is less Conservative than people believe. 
If you look at all the Kent constituencies it is 
the second least Conservative. Dover is the 
least Conservative, where the Conservatives 
polled 44 per cent. Canterbury, next, with 44.8 
per cent, and then there are constituencies 
like Dartford with 48.8 per cent, Rochester 
with 49.2 per cent, Sittingboume and Sheppey 
with 50 per cent. They were all held by Labour 
until the election and yet the Conservative 
share of the vote is higher. The split of votes in 
the past has made Canterbury appear more 
Conservative than it really is. 


How does this year's result compare with last year's? 


A Just look at the seats around Canterbury 
to see what happened to the Conservative 
vote in the last five years. In Faversham it 
went up six per cent, in Ashford it went up 2.7 
per cent, in Folkestone it didn’t go up, I think 
essentially because Michael Howard had a 
strong personal vote. In Dover the 
Conservative share of the vote went up nine 
per cent. In Thanet North it went up 4.7 per 
cent, and in Thanet South the Conservative 
share of the vote went up 6.8 per cent. So, if 
the Conservatives had done in Canterbury as 
they were doing in surrounding constituen¬ 
cies, the vote went up a measly 0.3 per cent. 


Q 


Why has this happened? 


A I think there are two reasons. One is that 
the Conservatives are not so popular in 
Canterbury for political reasons. Secondly, the 
social character of the constituency is chang¬ 
ing. 

All university seats, which are situated in 
what used to be Conservative strongholds, 
have steadily become more left-wing in their 
voting behaviour. It is not just students of 
course; it is all the things that come with stu¬ 
dents, which includes the teaching staff, the 
young people who come to the city as students 
then stay on to work. 

The Canterbury I knew as a boy was a farm¬ 
ers’ market town. It had a strong Church of 
England and Army presence, unlike the 
vibrant and metropolitan feel it has today. 


Q 


Is it likely to continue changing? 


A Yes. It is built into what has happened 
here. All the Conservative voters in the 
larger, suburban houses are either moving out 
or dying off, to be replaced by younger people 
whose voting habits are less class-bound and 
tend, if they are professional and well-educat¬ 
ed, to be more to the left. This doesn’t mean 
any one party - the Greens do very well in 
cities like this. The Greens did well in the 
European elections here and they won a seat 
in Brighton, a not dissimilar constituency. 


Q 


How has the area changed? 


A When I was a boy Canterbury council, that 
is the historic area of Canterbury city, had 
32 members. There were normally 30,31 or 32 
Conservatives, and one or two Labour. 

Canterbury was so old-fashioned. Now it is a 
much more vibrant and outgoing place. The 
university opened in the late 1970s, Labour 
took control of the old Canterbury area in the 
early 70s, I think 1971. 

Now within the bigger Canterbury district, 
which is all the villages, Whitstable and Heme 
Bay, the historic city of Canterbury is only a 
small part. In Canterbury itself there are 14 
councillors, 11 Liberal, three Conservative and 
no Labour. 


Q 


What does this mean? 


A lt means the Liberals are better placed 
next time. But in the 2005 election there is 
no doubt in Whitstable that Labour was clear¬ 
ly stronger. 

Liberal-minded, green, centre-left voters 
wanted to say who has got the best chance of 
beating the Tories. If they lived in Whitstable 
they chose Labour, if they lived in Canterbury 
itself they chose the Liberal Democrats. 

Hence the tactical vote was split. Now it has 
become clear and that alters the game of poli¬ 
tics in Canterbury very considerably.

THE University of Kent’s new arts 
building has won an award for 
architectural excellence. 

The university School of Arts’ Jarman 
Building has been recognised by the Royal 
Institute of British Architects (RIBA), which 
rewards the best of contemporary architec¬ 
ture. 

The building, which cost £6.25 million, 
opened in January. It houses state-of-the-art 
film and drama studios, computer and editing 
rooms, a large art gallery, teaching spaces, a 
postgraduate area and offices for staff. 

RIBA judges said: “The School of Arts suc¬ 
ceeds in terms of both its architectural pres¬ 
ence on the university campus and of its inte¬ 
riors, which reinforce a sense of community in 
teachers and students, who benefit from well- 
delivered studios for drama, film and visual 
arts. 

“This building demonstrates how good 
design can improve learning and is an exem¬ 
plar for future campus architecture.” 

The building was based by London archi¬ 
tects Hawkins/Brown. It was named after 
local artist, avant-garde filmmaker and gay 
rights activist Derek Jarman. 

It is one of only five winners in the South 
East category, and has been shortlisted for the 
national RIBA Stirling Prize which will be 
awarded on October 2. 

RIBA president Ruth Reed said: “The 
awards reflects not only the state of British 
architecture but also that of its economy. 

“In the midst of the deepest recession in the 


history of the RIBA Awards, this year’s awards 
demonstrate that although times might be 
hard for architects, there are still great build¬ 
ings being built throughout the country and 
overseas.” 

Dr Nicola Shaughnessy, the university’s act¬ 
ing head of the School of Arts, said: “The 
Jarman Building is already a huge success 


with staff and students. The striking new facil¬ 
ities bring together drama, film and art, pro¬ 
moting interdisciplinary teaching and 
research. 

“Hawkins/Brown has designed a facility 
which reflects and responds to the identity 
and vision of the school as an innovative and 
dynamic centre for excellence in the arts.”

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SNOW GO: KCC has been slammed for chaos on the roads during the worst winter in Kent for 30 years 


Winter was cold 
hard lesson for 
highway service 


“DISJOINTED and poorly pre¬ 
pared” is how district council 
chiefs have described Kent’s 
response to the chaotic snow¬ 
storms of last winter. 

Roads were gridlocked, ferries delayed and 
trains cancelled during the worst period of 
icy weather in more than 30 years, resulting 
in three “snow emergencies” being called 
between December and February. 

And despite constant reassurances from 
Kent County Council that it was coping well 
with keeping the traffic moving, residents 
stuck for hours on motorways and in town 
centres remained unconvinced. 

Their complaints have now been backed up 
by chief executives from some of the county’s 
district and borough councils, who took part 
in a consultation to judge how well the 
authority fared. 

A new report reveals that when the snow 
first came down shortly before Christmas, 
the general consensus was that Kent 
Highway Services was “poorly prepared, 
without adequate plans in place”. 

It added that “staff were not available and 
communication was poor for most districts, if 
not all”. 

The councils also criticised the poor local 
knowledge of important priority routes for 
some areas, the “disjointed” nature of Kent 
Highways and the “ill-prepared” KCC call 
centre. 

However, they did acknowledge that les¬ 
sons were learned after the first period of 
snow and that improvements were made as

the poor weather continued. 

Cabinet member for highways Cllr Nick 
Chard admitted the council’s initial response 
to the snowfall was not perfect, and wel¬ 
comed the criticism. 

He said: “What I’m pleased about is that 
Kent Highway Services wants to improve. 

“I think this is the first time we’ve proper¬ 
ly consulted people and asked them what we 
did well, what we did less well and how we 
can improve. 

“No it wasn’t perfect but it has enabled us 
to identify several areas where we clearly 
need to make improvements. 

“Let’s be realistic - it was the worst winter 
for 30 years and I hope we don’t get another 
one like it for some time, but if we do we will 
be better prepared and people will have a 
clearer understanding of what they can 
expect from us.” 

Cllr Chard’s winter service review revealed 
that between October and December, almost 
13,700 tons of salt was used on Kent’s roads 
compared to an average of just over 8,100 
tons during the same period for the previous 
four years. 

During the cold snap, workmen at the coun¬ 
cil’s maintenance contractor Ringway were 
put on 24-hour duty while Kent Highways 
staff were placed on a rota to work weekends. 

However, pavements throughout the coun¬ 
ty went for days without being gritted and 
there was a lack of communication between 
district councils and KCC about what roads 
should be targeted first. 
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Rail travel could rise by three per cent in the south east 


COMMUTERS could be faced with the 
highest train fare rises in the country - 
despite disappointing passenger numbers 
on the high-speed service on Kent lines. 

Costs could go up by as much as three 
per cent above the retail price index 


(RPI), meaning annual season tickets 
could rise by around £350. 

Tunde Olatunji, Kent manager for 
Passenger Focus, an independent watch¬ 
dog for rail users, said passengers are right 
to feel cheated: "They'll be paying higher 


fares than anywhere else," he said. 

All other train companies are limited to 
a rise of RPI plus one per cent. 

But Southeastern officials said: "This is 
not necessarily the amount tickets will rise 
by - that's the most they can to go up by."

Council tenants must 


be given their voice 


Within the next week council 
tenants in Thanet, Canterbury, 
Dover and Shepway will be sent 
‘Our plans for improving your 
housing services’. 

KOS Media has been kind enough 
to publish a letter from me in the 
past outlining the background to 
these proposals which will attempt 
to take council housing management 
into an Arms Length Management 
Organisation (ALMO). 

This will include 18,000 
properties and the consultation 
process involves ‘open days’ (not the 


public meetings I requested) in 
many parts of east Kent. There will 
also be a ‘telephone consultation’ 
which, again, will be very limited. 

Tenants in all areas need to be 
satisfied they have ample 
opportunity to ask questions and 
the Millmead estate in Margate, 
with a large housing stock, 
certainly needs more than one 
designated ‘open day’. 

I have also drawn attention to the 
fact that there are NO ‘open days’ 
for Westgate and that this must be 
rectified. 

Tenants and the wider public 
should have a written agreement 
that this is NOT the first step in 
privatising council housing which 
has long been the preferred option 
of many Conservatives no doubt 
emboldened by having a foot in 
Downing Street. 

The Labour Group at Thanet 
District Council has consistently 
demanded a ballot of all tenants. 
The only concession has been to 
hold one if required after the ‘open 
days’ and telephone canvassing. We 
cannot see how any council can 
properly ascertain all of our 
tenants’ views through this 
haphazard system. 

Labour councillors will do their 
best to attend all of the ‘open days’ 
in Thanet and I would urge tenants 
and indeed the general public to be 
very aware of the long-term 
implications in this nationally 
changed political landscape.

On the back of National Family 
Week, running until June 6, The 
Caldecott Foundation is appealing 
for a financial helping hand for 
Siblings Together summer camps 
which bring siblings together who 
have been separated by the care 
system. 

The Caldecott Foundation has 
been caring for children who have 
suffered extremes of abuse, 
cruelty and neglect for almost 
100 years.

One way in which we can help 
them to maintain their important 
bonds by ensuring they get 
adequate time with their siblings 
should they wish to. 

The camps allow us to safely 
reunite siblings within a safe 
caring environment. 

They were founded by Delma 
Hughes a professional Art 
Therapist and mother, who 
herself suffered from being 
separated from her six siblings 
throughout her 16 years as a 
child in care. 

She has brought Siblings 
Together to The Caldecott 
Foundation to help develop the 
camps further since it is a 
relatively new concept, and 
welcomes The Caldecott’s 
specialist input. 

It has taken its inspiration 
partially from an American 
programme, Camp to Belong who 
assisted Delma Hughes in her 
research when she visited and 
worked in the camps in 2007. 

A one-off pilot camp for siblings 
was held in the UK shortly after 
this successfully adapting the 
project to meet the specific needs 
of children in care in the UK. 

Further camps have been held in 
Devon & also one at the young Vic 
Theatre London which was a non 
residential. The camps have since 
inspired Social Workers & Foster 
Carers in Australia to create 
camps for their children in care 
and adoption. 

We are looking for corporate

Government cut in 
spending not such 
bad news for KCC 

COUNCILS are to feel the strain of 
Government spending cuts after new 
Chancellor George Osborne announced 
£1.165 billion reductions nationwide in 
local authority grants. 

But instead of 
condemning the 
massive cuts, 
authorities have 
welcomed the 
decision after Mr 
Osborne said in 
return councils 
would have more 
flexibility over 
their budgets. 

Under the new 
Con-Lib coalition, 
ring-fencing of 
£1.7bn of Govern¬ 
ment grant funding will be scrapped for 
2010 - 11 . 

It means officials at County Hall, 
which felt its hands were tied in terms of 
spending under the previous Government, 
will have a say over where money goes. 

In Kent County Council’s 2010-11 
budget the total figure of Government 
grants - excluding schools funding - is 
£585,624,000. 

Tory leader Cllr Paul Carter said 
although future cuts could be significant, 
councils will have more control on a local 
level. 

“We’re essentially going to be freed up,” 
he said. ‘We won’t have to do some of 
Government’s prescribed projects as 
before where we had to spend specific 
grants on a, b or c. We can spend the 
money on our locality and our priorities.” 


A SCHOOL Olympics scheme 
pioneered in Kent and supported by 
double gold-medallist Dame Kelly 
Holmes is to be transformed into a 
national event. 

The Con-Lib coalition confirmed in its 
programme for government last week that it 
would introduce an annual sports and athletics 
initiative for youngsters, which sports minister 
Hugh Robertson had earlier said would be 
based on the model for the highly-successful 
Kent School Games. 

Launched in 2008, the brainchild of Kent 
County Council leader Cllr Paul Carter is a 
bi-annual event enjoyed by thousands of pupils 
battling it out for supremacy in 38 different 
activities. 

KCC cabinet member for communities Cllr 
Mike Hill - also a member of the Kent 
Campaign for the 2012 Games - welcomed the 
Government’s announcement. 

He said: We’re very pleased. We set up a little 
working group that Hugh Robertson (also the 
MP for Faversham and Mid Kent) and Derek 
Wyatt (former Labour MP for Sittingbourne 
and Sheppey) sat on, and they’ve been very 
helpful in advising us. I’m delighted these ideas 
have been taken forward onto a national level. 
The Kent School Games have been a great 
success for us. 

“It takes a whole two years to run through all 
the heats and finals, but we are really 
encouraged by how well it has been received.

“Suddenly sports that have been in the 
doldrums are coming to the fore, and our 
schoolchildren are really embracing the 
positive ideals of the Olympic Games.” 

The heats for the second Kent School Games 
started last year, with more than 30,000 pupils 
aged five to 16 - including those with disabilities 
- taking part. The finals will be held in July. 

Prime Minister David Cameron revealed the 
first School Olympics would begin next year 
and climax with a session held at the new 
Olympic Stadium in 2012. 

He said a key reason in creating the scheme 
was so that it helped to make sure the London 
2012 Games benefit the entire country and not 
just the capital. 

The news is sure to be welcomed by double 
gold-medallist and Hildenborough resident 
Dame Kelly Holmes, who told KOS Media in 
October that she wanted the Kent School 
Games model to be adopted by whichever party 
won the general election. 

She said: “It was the mass participation and 
how so many people and agencies were running 
the events - the council, schools, teachers and 
young people that came on board. 

“I thought it was absolutely brilliant and a 
great model to replicate around the country. 

“I’ve been mulling over it. I’m always being 
asked my opinion or to back an initiative, and 
this was one of the things I was asked about 
and I said ‘yes’.”

PREPARE for the unexpected as 
Paul Merton and his Impro Chums 
make something out of nothing. 

Between them, they have a wealth of experi¬ 
ence in conjuring comedy from thin air, so 
Merton and his co-stars are adept at making 
audiences laugh purely through their own wit 
and invention. A riotous evening of unpre¬ 
dictable hilarity awaits as the national tour 
makes its way to Folkestone. 

Even the best stand-up comedians need 
their script, with very few being able to create 
a successful show entirely on the spot. But the 
Impro Chums do just that and critics recom¬ 
mend that comedy fans catch these masterful 
performers in the act. 

Paul Merton has been a familiar television 
face for 20 years, thanks to his regular appear¬ 
ance as a panellist on the BBC’s Have I Got 
News For You. His deadpan delivery and sur¬ 
real wit have made him a firm favourite with 
viewers, but he is also a highly-accomplished 
stage comedian.

The resort oozes elegance, but for 
150 euros a round, you expect some¬ 
thing special! Built on a mountain, it 
is separated by a dramatic ravine, so 
buggies are essential to complete the 
course in a day. 

Aphrodite Hills has plenty for golf 
widows and families too. It also fea¬ 
tures a first-class tennis academy, a 
beach club, and a multi-purpose 
sports court for children, with every¬ 
thing from volleyball to mini-foot¬ 
ball. 

The surrounding region is steeped 
in local history and culture. Taste 
the local vintage at a nearby winery 


and wine museum, or try your hand¬ 
iwork at workshops which turn out 
traditional Cypriot clay pots. 

Next up was Secret Valley Golf 
Club, a short drive from Aphrodite 
Hills, and a course within a colour¬ 
ful, picturesque valley. An ‘easier’ 
proposition than the previous day, 
but hardly one to be taken lightly. 

Although less glamorous than 
Aphrodite Hills, Secret Valley still 
had an air of grandeur, set in a nat¬ 
ural amphitheatre with the hills 
looming up to create a bowl. 

It felt the most ‘British’ of the 
three - and the rain we encountered 
made us feel decidedly British too. 

While we got drenched by the 
heavy downpour - rare in these 
parts, but welcome for the rain- 
starved country - this was Cyprus, 
so we were soon dry and the round 
was completed in bright sunshine. 

We then moved up the road to 
Paphos, a city festooned in history 


and an archaeology lover’s delight, 
whether it be the immaculately pre¬ 
served mosaics at the House of 
Dionysus near the popular harbour, 
or the World Heritage site of the 
Tombs of the Kings. 

Our final golfing destination was 
Minthis Hills near the village of 
Tsada, just 15km north-east of 
Paphos, another venue of breathtak¬ 
ing beauty. 

At an altitude of 550 metres above 
sea level and with meandering hills 
all around, Minthis provides a stun¬ 
ning vista of the Cypriot countryside 
and offers a challenging 18 holes. 

Enjoying the beautiful Cypriot 
sunshine and countryside was a 
delight in itself, but to do it while 
playing a round was pure heaven. 

If you’re seeking a new challenge, 
Cyprus is definitely the place to take 
your clubs to. 

And make it snappy before the 
secret’s out.

It’s not perfect of course; it’s part of Alfa’s 
charm that something will chaff the neck 
somehow, but it is a cracking little car. 

I’ve always preached that Alfas must be red, 
but the test car looked stunning in bright 
yellow - a tribute to the curvy lines worked 
into a comparatively small yet practical car. 

But the real seduction is behind the 
Cloverleaf s wheel; I already knew the MiTo 
was a superb point and shoot supermini,

whichever engine you have, but this goes 
further yet can even average 50mpg if you are 
sensible. 

The Cloverleaf will turn your head though. 

There is a free-revving 170bhp on tap from a 
1.4-litre petrol unit - 0-62mph in 7.5 seconds- 
and even with the top ‘Dynamic’ throttle and 
suspension DNA setting there is no steering 
wheel fight or scrabbling of the front wheels as 
they battle to put down the power, though I 
can imagine knocking the DNA setting back to 
normal when it gets wet. 

The Cloverleaf can also be flicked through 
all six gears rapidly, helped by a specially 
shortened lever in this version. 

The MiTo caveats are the usual ones; the 
cabin is not the most spacious and inviting in 
class and the boot might be large, but there 
is a high lip to struggle suitcases and shopping 
over. But this is less supermini and more baby 
coupe thanks to style and great powertrains 
including diesels. 

As sales show though, it is the free-revving 
petrols that turn on would-be MiTo buyers, 
who end up with a car that is cheaper, more 
stylish and less common than the increasingly 
ubiquitous Mini.

A CENTURY from new signing Matthew 
Lincoln helped St Lawrence & Highland 
Court to their first win of the season as

Skipper Lewis Jenkins (84 not out) was also in the runs 
as St Lawrence reached their victory target with just two 
balls remaining, which sent them up to fourth in the 
Premier Division. 

Jenkins put Tunbridge Wells into bat after winning the 
toss, but the home side’s bowlers struggled to make 
inroads after the early departure of Alexander Williams.

DAN Ritchie helped Great Britain’s eight win 
gold at the first rowing World Cup regatta of 
the season at the weekend.
